Honest Men Differ 


Mr. G. G. McGeer, member for Van- 
couver-Burrard, did a public service 
when he asked Mr. Graham Towers, 
governor of the Bank of Canada, to 
suggest what effective steps can be taken 
to meet the situation presented by Can- 
ada’s’ existing debt, the need of heavy 
expenditure for defence, and the pro- 
spective increase in the cost of govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Towers is expected to tell the 
banking and commerce committee of 
parliament in a day or so what he thinks 
could be done. Meanwhile, Canadians in 
and out of parliament should make up 
their minds on one point; that whatever 
Mr. Towers’ views may be he should not 
be attacked for stating them. He hasn't 
broken the proprieties by offering 
gratuitous advice;*he has been asked to 
tell parliament what he thinks. 

If there is one subject on which the 
people of this Dominion hold widely 
divergent views it is that of financial 
policy. And we have developed a some- 
what general tendency to challenge the 
motives of anyone whose views do not 
happen to coincide with our own. What- 
ever Mr. Towers may say, a good many 
people are not going to agree with him. 
May it be hoped that whoever disagrees 
will remember abuse is not argument, ex- 
cept in the sense that it argues mental 
bankruptcy on the part of the abuser.

Just Diplomatic Pretence 


Commissioner Goldenberg says it will 
not be necessary for Winnipeg to continue 
to pay $1,300,000 into its sinking fund 
per year because the $31,000,000 now in 
the fund, with interest at 5 per cent, 
compounded, will amount to more than 
the $59,000,000 debt when this matures 
fourteen years hence. 

The Commissioner must be in an 
optimistic mood if he imagines that sink- 
ing funds can really earn 5 per cent net 
over the next fourteen years, and that 
yearly interest payments can also be in- 
vested to earn the same rate. The thing 
is so improbable as to suggest another 
explanation. 

What must have impressed the in- 
vestigator is the fact that in order to pay 
the $1,300,000 into the sinking fund 
Winnipeg had to pile up an overdraft at 
the bank of $1,000,000 per year. He 
probably argued that the bond-holders 
may better take chances on what the 
sinking fund will amount to when the 
bonds fall due than force the city into 
bankruptcy and have to take what a 


government receiver would give them. 
And that is sound sense. 
The notion that the taxpayers of 


municipalities whose debentures are held 
by sinking fund boards can or will go on 
paying five per cent interest over the next 
fourteen years is an illusion that even the 
Goldenbergs and the Bradshaws can no 
longer seriously entertain, though they 
may not think it politic t 
The idea that sinking fund earnings can 
be invested in future to earn that rate is 
still wilder. Even Fortin does not believe 
that. 


Time For a Change 


Edmonton's’ senior and junior 
Chambers of Commerce, the Edmonton 
branch of the Alberta Motor Association, 
the Northern Alberta Fish and Game 
League and the National Parks Highway 
Association have joined in making rep- 
resentations to the Dominion Government 


and the management of the National 
Railways on the subject of urgently 
needed improvements in the town of 


Jasper and in Jasper Park. 

What these bodies are particularly 
concerned about is the situation which 
wili arise a year from the coming sum- 
mer, when the Jasper-Banff highway is 
completed and motor tourists in thous- 
ands make the trip through the famous 


ice-fields where the Saskatchewan and 
Athabasca start their journeys to Hudson 
Bay and the Arctic Ocean and the 
Columbia draws water. which it empties 
into the Pacific. How poorly Jasper is 
prepared to accommodate this prospective 
flood of visitors is sufficiently suggested 


in the fact that there is not even an 
official information bureau maintained 
there, while last summer—with relatively 
few motor tourists from distant points— 
the town was so crowded at times that 
people had to sleep in motor cars and 


garages. 
While the Jasper-Banff highway has 


v 
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been in course of construction, hundreds 
of thousands of dollars of public money 
has been spent in the erection of build- 
ings, the creation of tourist attractions 
and the betterment of highways in and 
around the town of Banff. But absolutely 
nothing has been spent during these 
years for these purposes in Jasper or 
around it. 

The settled policy of the Parks Ad- 
ministration—if it has had any policy at 
all—has been that Jasper should be 
nothing more than an annex to Banff, 
and a turn-around place where motorists 
coming from the south will double back 
on their trail. That notion has outlived 
any usefulness it ever had, and if the 
Government cannot inject a new idea 
into the heads of the departmental 
bureaucracy it ought to put some new 
officials on the job. 

The memorandum sent to Ottawa by 
the organizations cited deals only with 
improvements which are required at 
Jasper to make up for years of neglect or 
official discrimination. If it is plainly 
worded, the language does not in any 
adequate way express the resentment of 
people in this section of Alberta against 
the long-continued mis-treatment of the 
largest and most beautiful of Canada’s 
national parks. And it so happens that 
the section of Alberta which is con- 
tiguous to Jasper Park contains two- 
thirds of the people of the province, who 
pay a good deal more than two-thirds 
of the amount of Alberta tax-money that 
is spent in park development. 


Editorial Notes 

Figures cited in the legislature showed 
that in 1931 the estimated debts of Al- 
berta farmers totalled $317,800,000, of 
which $21,000,000 represented amounts 
owing on machinery. That helps to cor- 
rect a somewhat current impression that 
machinery debts make up the big item in 
farm debts. The showing is that for 
every dollar he owed in that year on im- 
plements, the farmer owed $15 for land, 
buildings, stock, and other things. 

The Fascist Grand Council has issued 
a warning to the democratic states that 
to form a united front to the totalitarian 
states “would be a harbinger of war”. All 
the other nations have to do is hand over 
their property on demand to the totalitar- 
jans—as Czecho-Slovakia did—and there 
won't be any war. It hardly needed a 
pronouncement from the Grand Council 
to acquaint the world with that truism; 
the proposition is self-proving. But the 
thing won't happen, and the Grand 
Council should be told so in set terms.

With refugees pouring into England from the 
Continent a booklet or “Code of Conduct” has 
been issued by the Council for German Jewry 
and associated bodies, giving advice to the re- 
fugees. It reads in part: 

“The British Government is very sympathetic 
to the tragedy of refugees from Greater Germany 

and other countries, but you 
ADVICE TO must realise that the mainten- 
IMMIGRANTS ance of refugees must be borne 

by the Jewish community, and 
not by the British taxpayer. 

“It must not be said that the refugees are 
taking work away from British workers. 

“You must not accept any employment, paid 
or unpaid, or engage in any business or profes- 
sion without written permission from the Aliens 
Department of the Home Office. You must not 
be a ‘volunteer’ (unpaid worker) without such 
permission. 

“Nor may you take permitted work at a wage 
less than the customary wage. 

“The Home Office will always give consider- 
ation to the cases of business and professional 
men who can bring to this country special know- 
ledge and skill not already here. 

“Spend your spare time immediately in learn- 
ing the English language and its correct pro- 
nunciation. 

“Do not criticise any Government regulations, 
nor the way things are done over hére. Do not 
speak of ‘How much better this or that is done in 
Germany.’ 

“Be loyal to England, your host.” . 

With very little change this code of good ad- 
vice might be adapted for the use of immigrants 
to Canada, including many of my own esteemed 
countrymen.

We were a bit precipitate in announcing the 
coming of three thousand refugees from 
Czechoslovakia to British Columbiz and the 
Peace River, each aided by a grant of $1,500 
from the Czech government. Many of these once 
hopeful refugees are now on their way to con- 
centration camps. The money 
that was to aid them in their 
re-establishment here has 
been seized by the German 
Reich. By the aid of lying, broken troth and the 
use of naked force, the Nazis in one swoop de- 
stroyed the Czech army with its forty divisiona 
seized the Skoda Armament Works—the fourth 
largest in the world—confiscated $135,000,000 in 
Czech gold and $300,000,000 worth of foreign as- 
sets, seized 1,500 fighting and bombing planes, 
twenty-five munition factories and nine others 
for the production of tanks and armored cars. 

Now, after having given Germany and Italy 
silent aid in the destruction of the Loyalist peo- 
ple of Spain, on the theory that the Spaniards 
might be friendly to Russia, the French and 
British governments are approaching Soviet 
Russia for aid to prevent Rumania with its 
wealth of oil end mines and agriculture from 
becoming a serf-state of Nazi Germany. 

The cheapest criticism is that which shows 
wisdom after the event, but the whole trend of 
m in Europe has been made so clear by 
books, speeches and acts of the dictators, that it 
has been obvious all along, save to those clothed 
with authority. 

It shows the weakness of the democratic elec- 
tive system, which enables men of pliant nature 
and petty duplicity to win votes and secure office 
over those of clearer knowledge and stronger 
character, who decline to stoop to the tricks and 
deceits whereby votes are won.

Yesterday I referred to Quebec as the Fascist 
mn of Canada. After the words were done 
into type I came across Dr. Wilfrid Bovey’s new 
book “The French-Canadians Today”. He says, 
“As for Fascism, Quebec has none of it. It be- 
tokens state ownership, and is a form of Social- 

ism repugnant both to the 
SAYS QUEBEC tenets of the church and Nor- 
ISNT FASCIST man democracy.” So I must 

readjust my charge to this 
recognized authority. Director of University Ex- 
tension at McGill, a leader in the Canadian 
Legion, a former C.B.C. governor, described by 
Cardinal] Villeneuve as “a Protestant who doesn't 
protest”, Dr. Wilfrid Bovey is recognized as the 
outstanding interpreter of French Canada. He 
considers the French-Canadians the most demo- 
cratic people in the world, descended as they are 
from those Normans who wrested the Magna 
Carta from King John. 

Yet Dr. Bovey fears for the Imperial tie. 
Forming one-third of the population of Canada 
today, the French-Canadians may become a 
majority before another two generations have 
passed. He is positive that Quebec will never 
send an army to the assistance of Britain unless 
Canada is itself threatened—and perhaps not 
then. But he is also positive that Quebec is 
Solidly behind Duplessis’ padlock law. He says 
the Quebecers regard the law as a manifestation 
of Quebec's democracy, because such tactics 
have been used before against attempted auto- 
cracy. 

Which goes to show the gulf between British 
and French democracy in Canada.

An Economic Program for 


American Democracy 
By seven Harvard and Tufts economists: Richard 
V. Gilbert, George J. Hildebrand, Jr., Arthur 
W. Stuart, Maxine Yaple Sweezy, Paul M. 
Sweezy, Lorie Tarshis and John D. Wilson. 


Into the 90 pages of this book have gone more 
careful thought and lucid writing than are to 
be found in most volumes many times its size. 
Tts authors know that the small voice of reason 
need not shout in order to make itself heard, 
and when their quiet but searching review of the 
nature of the American economy is over, few 
are the issues dealt with on which light has not 
been thrown. 

The book frankly defends the New Deal poli- 
cies of President Roosevelt as the hope of 
democracy. When the great leader came to office 
America seemed to have a date with disaster; 
industry was maimed, bread lines darkened the 
land, the banks faced ruin, and the farmer's 
plight was desperate. The national income of the 
United States in 1932 was just half what it was 
in 1929. The crisis was deepening into despair. 
Then, by what must be called one of the miracles 
of politics, Mr. Roosevelt, epic crusader for every 
noble cause, was given the chance to take charge 
and under his magic touch and inspiring guid- 
ance America’s dizzy spiral into calamity was 
checked and the march to recovery begun. 

The very men Roosevelt saved have aston- 
ished the world by their ingratitude. The bank- 
ers and business men who were the first to 
benefit from the New Deal now hunt the presi- 
dent With brutal venom, stooping in the dust for 
weapons of malice and scorn with which to pur- 
sue and punish him. They have learned nothing, 
forgotten nothing, forgiven nothing. They want 
the government to let the old order in which the 
strong preyed on the weak, and the pocr were 
the pawns of the rich, to go on in savage supre- 
macy. Wall Street does not like the new spirit 
at White House, but its hostility does not worry 
the President too much. As Mr. Roosevelt once 
said, a statesman must be known by the enemies 
he makes as well as the friends he keeps. 

What are some of Mr. Roosevelt's triumphs, 
as seen by these seven economists who serve no 
party cause but only the truth as they find it? 

To begin with, he stated the axiom on which 
the prosperity of the United States rests when he 
said that the central task of democracy was to 
bring idle men and idle money together so that 
the curse of poverty may be cured and social 
security attained. He has defined the issues on 
which the politica] battles of America for the 
next generation will inevitably be ranged. 
Rousseau is said to hold a major place among 
political prophets because he asked the right 
questions, although he gave the wrong answers. 
In the history of human thought it is no mean 
victory to have been able to ask even the right 
questions. How great, then, must be the stature 
of Roosevelt, as seen in the perspectives of his- 
tory, when it is considered that he did so vast 
a work to change his dreams into ideals and 
write his aspirations for the common man into 
the statute-books of America? 

“On the basis of a careful study of govern- 
ment receipts and disbursements,” our authors 
say, “it has been computed that the net expen- 
ditures of the Federal government tending 
directly to expand the nation’s income averaged 
$3 billion a year from the middle of 1933 to the 
midle of 1936, as compared with the annual aver- 
age of $1.3 billion in the preceding three and a 
half years. By the latter part of 1936 the national 
income had reached a level equivalent to about 
$70 billion per annum as compared with $41 bil- 
lion in 1932-33; both the physical output of mines 
and factories and the average prices received by 
farmers for their produce had more than 
doubled; and some eight million more workers 
were employed in private jobs than at the depth 
of the depression.” 

That is what Roosevelt did for America; the 
magnitude of his achievement simply needs to 
be stated to be seen in all its grandeur. 

There was no inflation, no attack upon in- 
dustry, no crippling tax increases. But the heirs 
of special privilege would not yield to the new 
freedom and, stubbornly digging themselves in 
behind the ramparts of their fortress of reaction, 
decided to fight. Although Roosevelt won the 
1936 election and was given an emphatic man- 
date to press forward bravely with his reform 
program, political opposition both from within 
and without his own party thwarted his efforts. 
It is not his New Deal that has failed; it is simply 
that the champions of the Old Deal, revived 
from their slump, are resolved that he shall have 
no chance, and thus battle almost every proposal 
of the President with a harshness almost un- 
exampled in American public life. 

Even now one out of every four Americans 
able and anxious to work cannot find employ- 
ment. Roosevelt was checked in mid-course; 
there must be no turning back. That is the ad- 
vice given the president by these economists. 
More than that, they sketch a reform program 
they wish the government to adopt. 

They want slums broken up and America 
given clean homes for the poor at a low figure; 
what they term the “gigantic conspiracy” of 
certain monopoly groups in the United States 
to get the maximum of returns for the minimum 
of public service is to be attacked and smashed; 
farming is to be put on a new basis, even the 
neglected sharecroppers of the southern States 
whose misery is a stain upon society at last 
getting their just due; unemployment insurance, 
employment agencies, recognition of trade 
unions, compulsory respect by employers for 
the rights of labor—these ere but a few of the 
reforms they advocate. 

“The National Labor Relations Act, cour- 
ageously administered and enforced by the 
National Labor Relations Board, has done more 
to make real the guarantees of equality and 
freedom written into our constitution than any 
measure adopted since the administration of 
Abraham Lincoln. Now that it is being made 
the object of a vicious and dishonest attack by 
the most reactionary elements in the community, 
it behooves the friends of liberty and progress 
to rally to its support. We register our whole- 
hearted approval of the National Labor Relations 
Act and the National Labor Relations Board; 
any modification of either would be a blow to 
the rights of labor and a serious setback for 
the orderly processes of democratic govern- 
ment.” 

This passage typifies the spirit in which these 
seven economics dea! with labor problems. While 
professors in dictator countries preach gospels 
of hatred, investing doctrines of brutality with 
en alien sanction, these American teachers

Speaking in the House of Come 
mons on March 27, 1907, in reply to 
a speech by R. L. Borden, Sir Wile 
frid Laurier used words which 
might well be applicable to the 
condition of Europe today: 

“I think J must adhere to the 
view I expressed five years ago 
that for no consideration would 
Canada be induced to be drawn into 
the vortex of European militarism.

.. The condition which 
| prevails in Europe is an armed 
peace, almost as intolerable as war 
| itself. This cannot last forever; 
} it seems to me the day is not far 
distant when these nations, the 
wisest, the most advanced, the most 
civilized in the world, will recognize 
the folly that has been carried on 
| for centuries and will come back to 
a more humane system such as we 
have on this continent.” 

Recalling this speech in his 
memoirs, Sir Robert Borden cynic- 
ally commented: “Unfortunately the 
humane and reasonable anticipation 
which Sir Wilfrid set forth in these 
eloquent words had a bitter dis- 
appointment in the storm of war 
which burst upon the world seven 
years later.” 

It was in this speech that Sir, 
Wilfrid clearly set forth that Can- 
ada would decline to attempt to 
coerce Great Britain into abandon- 
ing her free trade policy, but also 
stated with definite clearness that 
| his government was ready to enter 
into reciprocal trade agreements 
| with the Mother Country. But the 
| first move must come from Britain. 
“It would be unseemly, not to use 
a stronger expression, to try to force 
the views of the colonial govern- 
ments upon the people of the 
Mother Land.”

ONDON, Eng.—‘By Mail)—For 

more than 600 years the Percys 
of Northumberland have made their 
home in their border stronghold, 
Alnwick Castle. The present head 
of the family is the 26-year-old 
Duke of Northumberland. He will 
live there no 
longer. He cannot 
afford it. He is 
moving out from 
its 200 rooms to a 
mere cottage of 20 
rooms, Lesbury 
House, where 
only eight serv- 
ants will be re- 
quired instead of 
the hundred re- 
quired at the cas- 
tle. 

Like Lowther 
Castle on the other side of the Pen- 
nines, which Lord Lonsdale was 
forced to leave a year or two ago 
for the same reason, Alnwick Cas- 
tle will be preserved as a show- 
place, the eyrie from which for 
hundreds of years the Percys des- 
cended from time to time at the 
head of their retainers to hold the 
border for the King of England 
against Scottish raiders, 

The ducal estates have suffered 
sadly in recent years from the levy- 
ing of death duties. More thdn 
$5,000,000 had to be paid when the 
present duke succeeded to them 
nine years ago and this only twelve 
years after similar charges had 
been met following the death of his 


grandfather.

This, however, was not all, An 
important part of the estates were 
coal properties from which about 
$350,000 was drawn annually in 
royalties. But the Coal Act has 
wiped out this income, substituting 
compensation to the amount of 
$1,000,000, which will produce less 
than $45,000 per annum. The royal- 
ties, of course, are a diminishing 
return but the duke is of the opin- 
ion that they are not quite so dim- 
inishing as the figures of the com- 
pensation award indicate, 

In fact, the duke finds some dif.

London and several of the larger in- 
dustrial centres. 

The men in charge of the distribu- 
tion, however, found themselves in 
trouble at the outset. They don't 
know very much about dorgestic 
problems at Whitehall or they 
would not have begun distribution 
on a Monday. For in small houses, 
the country over, Monday is wash- 
ing day and when the trucks ar- 
rived with the shelters they found 
the yards and gardens into which 
they were to be put festooned with 
the family laundry. 

Indignant women got the clothes 
inside and took the lines down, but 
those who were still more indignant 
refused to do anything of the sort 
and the trucks had to go away still 
loaded. The home office was obliged 
to take action, It ordained that here- 
after shelters should not be deliv- 


ered on Mondays. 

Incredible as it may seem, some 
shelters have not been delivered be- 
cause landlords have forbidden their 
tenants to permit the excavation for 
them to be made in backyards. It 
may be necessary to bring in legis- 
lation to deal with owners who 
would rather let the occupants of 
their houses take their chances of 
being hit by bombs than allow the 
tarvia surface of a backyard to be 
broken.

In general, however, the govern- 
ment finds that people are willing 
to co-operate in the preparations for 
protecting the population against 
possible air-raids. This is notice- 
ably the case in respect to the evac- 
uation of children, 

Mr. Walter Elliott was able to tell 
the House of Commons last week 
that there had been a splendid re- 
sponse to the house-to-house inquir- 
jes on the billeting of children. 

“In two months,” he said, “house- 
holders of the country without com- 
pulsion have enabled us to say that 
the most difficult part of the prob- 
lems of evacuation, that of unac- 
companied school children, has been 
solved,” 

The scheme was understood 
everywhere, he continued, and the 
difficulties which seemed insuper- 
able to many critics had been made 
light of by the mass of the people 
who had to carry the burden. 

“From the Royal Family to cot- 
lagers they have come forward,” 
he added. Everyone was anxious to 
do al! in his power.

Sir John Anderson, minister of 
civilian defence, describing the 
progress made jn air raid precau- 
tions as a consequence of the speed- 
up which has followed the Septem- 
ber crisis, also used big figures.

Fifty million civilian gas masks 
had already been delivered as also 
127,000,000 sandbags, with another 
200,000,000 on order from India. 
There were also on order 1,400,000 
special devices for the protection of 
babies and 1,300,000 gas-masks for 
young children. Orders had been 
placed for a reserve of electric ap- 
paratus for the country’s power 
supply. 

Sir John intimated that the pro- 
gress of recruitment for national 
service was proceeding satisfac- 
torily. They wanted 1,500,000 men 
and women, he said, and 1,250,000 
had already enrolled.

According to the latest report of 
the commissioners of inland rev- 
enue the number of millionaires in 
this country in 1937 was 917, or 42 
more than the year before. As the 
millions are counted in pounds 
sterling over here, to be a million- 
aire one must have at least the 
equivalent of $5,000,000 in invest- 
ments of one sort or another. The 
commissioners count as a million- 
aire persons whose incomes exceed 
$150,000 a year. 

The increasing prosperity § of 
Great Britain was further indicated 
by an advance of 4,358 in the num- 
ber of people, totalling 95,750, whose 
incomes amounted to $10,000 or 
more, This class enjoyed an aggre- 
gate revenue of nearly two billion 
dollars, a rise of approximately 
$135,000,000. 

These well-to-do people paid sur- 
tax amounting to nearly $300,000,000 
in addition to standard income-tax 
at the rate of 25 per cent, which 
means that the treasury took nearly 
half of their revenues. 

On the other hand, while 3,650,000 
persons were charged with income- 
tax, 5,150,000 in the lower brackets 
were exempted by the operation of 
allowances. 

The treasury has not finished 
with a man of property even when 
he is dead. The net receipts from 
death duties were about $450,000,000, 
a large part of which was sliced off 
618 estates each valued at more 
than $500,000, 16 exceeding $5,000,- 
000 each. 

Income-tax, surtax and death 
duties, among ‘them, furnish about 
half of the revenue. They are paid 
by fewer than 4,000,000 people out 
of a population of 40,000,000,
